The rejected claims that 
have not been appealed and/or argued for appeal are claims 15-18 and 20-30. 

DISCUSSION 

The Board of Appeals and Interferences (Board), in Ex parte G human, 
http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/dcom/bpai/prec/rm081175.pdf (BPAI 
May 14, 2008) (precedential), held that in appeals where rejected claims are 
expressly withdrawn, or are implicitly withdrawn by not presenting 
arguments in support of patentability, the Board will remand (or return) the 
application to the Examiner with instructions to cancel the expressly or 
implicitly withdrawn claims. See also Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure (MPEP) § 1215.03 (8 th ed. Rev. 7, Sept 2008). 

Accordingly, it is ORDERED that the application is returned to the 
Examiner: 

1) to enter a paper canceling claims 15-18 and 20-30; and 

2) upon entry of the paper, to return the application to the Board for 
the consideration of appealed claims;
